Abandoned Vessels Are a Constant 


Menace to Shipping. 


Even If our merchant marine is lan- 


guishing we still seem able to lead 
the world In derelicts. The great pro- 
portion of them are American vessels 
abandoned In American waters. Few 
are reported west of the sixtieth de- 
gree of longitude or south 
of the 


Bahamas, the Caribbean sea being 
very free from them. The reports to 
the hydrographlc office last month 
allowed no fewer than seven of these 
menaces afloat off the coast. There 
was one off the New England coast, 
two off the coast of the Carolinas, 
one each off the Virginia and Florida 
coasts, and one still farther out at 
sea. 


Lumber laden derelicts are the most 


troublesome. 
It takerf them a long 


time to sink. 
One such reported In 


the early 50s drifted over 7,000 miles 
in 850 days. She was sighted 38 times 
during that period, showing that she 
was frequently putting herself in the 
way of charted ocean travel.

What woman or girl does not love a 


bed of pausies in full bloom? There are 
lew llowers that pay for a little cure 
with Midi a profusion, of blossoms. I 
have raised pansles.for years In Iowa 
ami- Wisconsin and they have always 
been admired for their beauty and size. 


First of all, start early. 
Get some 


good mixed pansy seed, for the sake of 
variety. Sow in pans or boxes about the 
first of February. Keep in warm place 
aud water occasionally, say once in f\vo 
days, until the plants come up, then 
water once u dny. Sometimes the piuuts 
do not cume up for nearly two weeks 
after the seeds tire sown. Keep In house 
until, weather gets warm and then set 
out in daytime and bring lu at night. 
This treatment strengthens and tough- 
ens them. 


When all danger of frost is gone, 


(about corn planting time) set paustes 
out. 
The most important secret 
of 


pansy raising is preparing u good bed. 
The best place is on the north side of 
the house. It that Is impossible, thu 
east Hide is next best. 
Give them 
a:> 


much shade as possible. Dig out and 
remove all the surface dirt for about VI 
inches decp'and then apply a four-inch 
layer of well-rotted straw or 
leaves. 


Next put in a layer of hen droppings four 
or five incites deep, and fill up the re- 
mainder with soil. Sot pansy plants lu 
this bod eight inches apart each way, 
anil water. 


Pansies have very long roots, and 


after they are thoroughly rooted, they 
grow so rapidly you can almost see them 
tfrow. 
Water every day and cultivate 


evey day. It will not take long If you 
do it every day. 
I always use a forii 


and dig up the dirt around the roots and 
then water them. You cannot give them 
loo much water or cultivation. After 
they start blossoming It is'unnecessary 
to cultivate them any longer, and If tho 
watering anil cultivating has been done 
every ihiy, they will blossom in a re- 
imirkiibly short time. Plc.k off the pan- 
sies after they wither and do not allow 
any to go to seed in the fore part of the 
season. The more you pick, the moro 
freely they bloom. 
I have had them a 


continual mass of bloom from May un- 
til Thanksgiving/ AH pausies are bien- 
nials, It. .is unnecessary to save seed ths 
first year. One bed, properly made, will 
lust for years. Give them a slight cov- 
ering of leaves for the winter—not over 
six Inches deep, as they are liable ti> 
smother if covered too thick—and plucu 
a few boards or branches over the leaves 
to keep them from blowing off. 
To sum 


up, the first requisite Is a good, rich bed, 
ami after that shade, water and cultiva- 
tion.-—Farm and Homo.

A Fine Art to "Do Up" Net and Lace 


—Explicit Directions Given

Such delicate materials as lace and 


net need special care In the washing. 
They should bo placed la a clean bowl 
with cold witter, and let soak for nil 
hour or more; squeeze (not wring) out, 
-soap all tho soiled places with a good 
soap Jelly, and put them In u porcelain- 
lined or iigiile sauce-pun, mid cold water 
to cover, and a teaspoonful of turpen- 
tine; .set on the hack of the stove and 
let. simmer for an hour; then empty Into 
(lie howl, iKjuee/.e and pat until all dirt Is 
removed; they must, not be rubbed or 
wrung, ;is .such usage would ruin them. 
Let I hem have two or three rinsings in 
clear water, and then put them through 
water with a III lie bluing In it. Mix 
some starch with boiling water, but do 
not let It he thicker than fair cream; 
put Into it the luces, squeo/.ingunti] thor-

the dust possible. Then make a lather 
out of soft, warm water by shaving 
white castlle or other pure soap Into 
the water and letting It melt. To this 
add two tablespoonfills of^unmonh^or 
one of borax, to a small tubful otsuds. 
It should be quite warm, not hot. Draw 
the', fabric up and down and squeeze it 
gently, never rubbing it either upon the 
board or with the hands. 
Neither 


should the garment be soalied in water 
or rubbed with soap. Soiled spots may 
be-llghtly rubbed with u small brush. 


A second tub of water the same tem- 


perature of the first must be at hand, in 
which the (liumel is to be plunged after 
it Is squeezed from the first. Proceed in 
the same manner as before. The gar- 
ment is now half dry. If it is freezing 
cold it will ruin the ilaunel to di'y it but 
of doors. In this case, or even if ills not 
a good drying day, suspend It near the 
heat in as dry a room us possible. The 
inore quickly It dries the better. 


Slow drying means fulling and stiff- 


ing the fabric. Old yellow llannols may 
be partially bleached by using borax 
and by washing in thin Hour starch wa- 
ter. One tableHpoonful of white flpur 
boiled in each quart of water, in place 
of soap and rinsing in the same thin 
starch will go far toward cleaning the 
sallow color of the garment, 


To iron flannel is n serious mistake 


ft Intertwines and mats the Individual 
hairs so that it Is fulled up and then, 
is. no way of unfulllng it. In place of 
ironing it, if flannels are hung^cve

soporific if taken in small quantities 
before retiring. 
They, will be found 


to be more appetizing if llnely chopped 
up and laid between two thin wafers 
or biscuits. 
Eaten in this way they 


aro also easily digested. 
The reason 


so many people complain of onions 
disagreeing with them- Is that they 
oat too much of the homely [vegetable. 
Onions arc not Intended to be eaten 
en masse. When they are taken raw 
they should be thoroughly masticated, 
or, better still, the juice of the onion 
should bo pressed put ni:d taken on 
bread or as a sauce.

How to Remove Ink Spots or Writing- 


—To Take Grease Spots from 


Paper or Binding. 


Ink spots or writing may bo re 


moved from a book by applying spir 
its of salts diluted with five or six 
times their bulk of water, which may 
bo washed off In two or three minutes 
with clear water. 
A solution of ox- 


alic, citric or tartaric acid will an- 
swer tho same purpose, as neither of 
thorn will affect the printing. Grcaso 
spots may be removed by laying pow- 
dered pipe clay on both sides of the 
paper and applying an iron as hot 
as may bo without scorching the pa- 
per.
